In the first place by an executive 
order they have been removed from 
the classification with the insane, 
criminal, crippled and dieased, with 
whom the Civil Service Commission 
had grouped them. 

In the second place, the way has 
been opened for the removal of the 
prejudice and discrimination that 
was formerly exercised against them 
by the heads of many of the several 
departments and bureaus of the 
classified service. 

In the third place, they have for 
the first time in tke history of any 
nation been made the subject of in- 
tervention on the part of the chief 
executive with the heads of the 
government, in order to secure for 
them a square deal, not merely sym- 
pathy or favor, but just a square 
deal, and that is all they asked for. 

These notable victories have been 
won against a foe before whom 
Senators, Congressman and Gover- 
nors of States acknowledge them- 
selves powerless, and the deaf are 
therefore open to the warm congra- 
tulations. 

As soon as possible a ltst of the 
several positions in the cla 
service that will be held open to the 
deaf will be secured and will be 
announced in this paper. Friends 
in Washington have been requested 
to see a number of the department 
chiefs personally, and every effort 
will be made to make the list such 
as to include every position which a 
deaf man can competently fill.

The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial I'lirbdi Building" will 
be about $30,000, and {\w building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent people!, They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
